In 1880 there were only forty-five cotton- 
seed oil mills in the United States having 
an aggregate capital of $3,862,300, using 
materials valued at $5,091,251, and turning 
out products valued at $7,690,021. At the 
present time there are over 130 cottonseed 
oil mill companies in the south, represent- 
ing an investment of $11,580,000. 


The present is a critical time to handle 
milk and its products. To meet with suc- 
cess all the conditions must be provided 
for. Milk will keep as wellin August as 
in June if held at the same temperature. 
Good butter can be made in August if the 
temperature of milk and cream is under 
complete control. Much depends upon 
temperature. 

The Massachusetts Experiment Station 
is to have new buildings for its accommo- 
dation, the present legislature having 
recently appropriated money for the pur- 
pose. The work of constructing them will 
be at once begun. In addition to thisshe 
appropriation for carrying on its work was 
doubled. This shows the appreciation in 
which it is held. 


The total reccipts of wool at Boston dur- 
ing the week ending July 16 comprise 30,- 
404 bales domestic and 1378 bales foreign, 
against 28,302 bales domestic and 161 for- 
eign for the same time last year. The total 
receipts since Jan. 1, 1885, comprise 263,320 
bales domestic and 30,371 bales foreign. 
against 272,731 bales domestic and 42 349 
bales foreign for the corresponding period 
of 1884. 


Sir J. B. Lawes says: “As we have not 
yet established as a fact that our soil has 
furnished all the nitrogen removed in 
leguminous crops, we should be quite 
willing to aceept any results which showed 
that the atmosphere was the source. At 
the same ‘time we think it better to eoh- 
sider that the soil is the source of the nitro- 
gen until it has been proved that the soil 
could not supply it.” 


The Wisconsin State legislature has ap- 
propriated the sum of $5,000 to the State 
University to be used in holding ‘‘farmers’ 
institutes” in various places for the instruc- 
tion of the people in agriculture, during 
the months of November, December, Jan- 
uary, February, March and April. Mr. 
W. H. Morrison of Elkhorn, president of 
the State Dairy Association, has been 
chosen superintendent of these meetings. 


Wonderful performances are becoming so 
common among Jersey cows that they 
cease longer to attract the excited attention 
which formerly followed their announce- 
ment. The two-year-old heifer, Ethleel 2d, 
32,291, A.J. C. C., owned by J. A. Me- 
Ewan, Nashville, Tenn., under an official 
test, made 30 pounds, 15 ounces well work- 
ed butter in seven days, being the highest 
yield on record of a heifer of that age. At 
the time she was running in good pasture 
and ate 20 pounds of grain and bran daily. 


The twenty-eighth annual volume of Ag- 
riculture of Maine, for 1884-5, has been is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Board of Ag- 
riculture and is now ready for distribution.

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erally there is some interruption from bad 
weather, so the work from beginning to 
end usually requires the full time of four 
weeks. 





The crop isa happy disappointment all 
through the State, finally proving nearly 
or quite an average one, and fully up to 
the crop of last year. The weather on the 
whole has been favorable for the work, so 
the crop has been secured in good condition 
—much better than a year ago. Grass 
has held green remarkably, and the later 
cut is quite as handsome hay as that cat 
earlier in the month. Farmers are feeling 
cheerful over a good crop secured in good 
condition. The cost of harvesting the crop 
has been essentially less than in years just 
passed. Less extra labor has been employ- 
ed in doing the work than usual, and where 
employed it has been secured at compara- 
tively low wages. Somehow farmers are 
learning from year to year, with their im- 
proved appliances, to reduce the labor con- 
nected with the work. From experience 
they learn how they can leave out the man 
labor without retarding the work. Imple- 
ments have been improved so that they 
now not only do their work better than for- 
merly, but can better be depended upon to 
do it. It is seldom now that work is de- 
layed by breakages in the machinery. 
The mower, the rake and the tedder in 
the field, and the fork in the barn, do 
their work day after day, as reliably, al- 
most, as the wheel at the mill carries the 
machinery. Depending upon this the 
work is being systematized, and the labor 
of men materially reduced from what 
was formerly employed. This has been 
done the prosent year to an extent which 
has essentially lessened the cost to the 
owner.

State Fair Premium List. 


The Premium list for the Twenty-third 
State Fair, to be held on the Society’s Park 
at Lewiston, Sept. 21—25, has been issued, 
and copies of the same may be had on ap- 
plication to the Secretary, A. L. Dennison, 
Portland. The exhibition will be, as for 
several years past, a consolidation of the 
State Agricultural Society, the State Po- 
mological Society and the Androscoggin 
County Agricultural Society. 

The general regulations and the railroad 
arrangements are substantially the same as 
im years past. All entries of live stock 
will close on Sept. 10. Exhibitors in all 
departments at the Park will be required 
to pay a fee of two dollars which will en- 
title them and their assistants to free ad- 
mission during the Fair. Exhibitors will 
be required to find their own hay and grain 
for all stock on exhibition. Experts will 
be employed ae judges in the stock depart- 
ments. All cattle entered for competition 
must be owned by exhibitor at least ten 
days before the Fair. All premiums in the 
stock departments will be paid on the 
grounds before the close of the Fair. 
This is am arrangement the Society has 
never before undertaken, and it will meet 
the hearty approval of exhibitors. 

The premiums are liberal in all classe:. 
Much prominence is given to the depart- 
ment of oxen and steers. Those who have 
attended the recent State Fairs will concur 
in the statement that this class of stock has 
become a strong feature, and that it is an- 
nually growing in importance. The pres- 
ent schedule will fully hold up the interest 
in the department. 

In the department of farm products a 
special premium is continued for Aroos- 
took County, and for a similar exhibit from 
each and every other county a first and 
second premium of $25 and $15 is offered. 

The dairy premiums have been published 
in full in the Farmer. In this schedule we 
notice an error which intending exhibitors 
should take notice of. In private dairy 
butter the quantity required to be exhibit- 
ed should read ten pounds in place of ‘fifty 
pounds” as printed. 

The exhibition of fruits and flowers, in 
charge of the State Pomologigical Society, 
will be in Exhibition Hall, at the Park the 
same as a year ago. 

Everything is indicating a most success- 
ful exhibition. The officers have had a 
long experience, aud every detail is being 
carefully looked after, and every want so 
far as possible anticipated. The interest 
in this great Fair among farmers increases 
each year. At no time inthe past has so 
active on the part of exhibi- 
tors been known as during the present year. 
It may confidently be expected that this 
exhibition will exceed in merit and in ex- 
tent any before held. With a good exhi- 
bition well handled there is no trouble 
about the attendance. Our State Fair has 
the reputation of being the best systema- 
tized, and the best conducted of any great 
fair in New England. Every indication is 
that this reputation will be fully main- 
tained at the coming exhibition. 


Agriculture of Maine—1854-5. 
By the courtesy of Hon. Z. A. Gilbert, 
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the poultry editor of the Farmer, given at 
Hampden and elsewhere; “Milk and its 
Secretion,” by Prof. Walter Balentine of 
the State College, Orono, given at Exeter. 
“The Practical Education Needed by 
Farmers,” by D. H. Knowlton of Farming- 
ton, editor of the Franklin Journal, given 
at Easton; “Cattle Husbandry in New 
England,” by A. W. Cheever of Dedham, 
Mass., editor of the New England Farmer, 
given at Norway; ‘Fertilizers; where to 
obtain their elements cheapest, and how to 
Compound them,” by the Hon. James J. H. 
Gregory of Marblehead, Mass., the well 
known seedsman; given at Bowdoicham. 
“Cheese,” by Francis Barnes, Esq., Super- 
intendent of the Nickerson cheese factory, 
Houlton. “Intellectual and sociai Culture 
Among Farmers.” by Hon. Edward Wiggin, 
President of the Board, given at Charlotte. 
The “Cost of a Ton of Hay,” is the subject 
of a most critical examination made at the 
Saco institute, of the cost of producing a 
ton of hay under the different systems pre- 
vailing in this State; papers upon the sub- 
ject, by several farmers of large experience 
in this branch of farming are given in full, 
together with the discussions following, 
the whole forming a valuable contribution 
to our farm literature. “Does Sheep 
Husbandry Renovate?” is the title of a 
paper by J. W. Butterfield, member from 
Franklin county. ‘These papers, lectures 
and essays, together with the discussions 
upon the subjects given form a valuable 
amount of useful matter. 

To this is appended the “Farm Experi- 
ments,” conducted at the College Farm by 
G. M. Gowell, Superintendent. Then fol- 
lows the report of the Fertilizer Control 
and Experiment Station, occupying some 
twenty pages, and containing the work of 
the station in the analysis of fertilizers, etc., 
up to date of issue. [am pleased to note 
the general high character of the fertilizers 
sampled, analyzed and sold in the State the 
past year. 

The most prominent feature of the vol- 
ume before me, is the treatise on ‘*Grasses 
of Maine,” by Prof. C. H. Fernald of the 
State College; prepared expressly for this 
volume, it being the substance of a lecture 
upon the same subject given at several of 
the farmers’ institutes last winter, to which 
is here added technical descriptions of 
eighty one varieties of grasses found in 
Maine. The scientific names are given; 
also the common namea, so far as known, 
with a brief sketch of economical value. 
It is illustraté& with forty-two full page 
cuts of the more useful grasses, from elect- 
rotype plates, secured expressly for this 
purpose and for this work. ‘The article 
occupys sixty-two pages, and fills a place 
heretofore not eo fully explored in the 
agricultural writings on Muine products. 
Prof. Feruald has done a creditable work 
in bringing out the brief but comprehen- 
sive treatise. 

The volume is now ready for distribution 
in accordance with the law providing for 
the same. We can conclude this notice in 
no better way, perhaps, than by copying a 
resolution by the Board unanimously 
paseed at its annual meeting: ‘Resolved, 
‘That this Board appreciates the efforts of 
its secretary to advance the standard of 
agricultvral science and practice in the 
State, and that we thoroughly endorse his 
plan of institute work, and the manner in 
which he is conducting it.” J. H. Lane.

The Managoment of Hired Men. 

In my experience in farm management, 
I have devoted much thought and study in 
trying to discover a way to procure reliable 
help when needed without giving for com- 
pensation all the profits of the farm. In 
looking at the question from both sides— 
from the side of the farmer himself and 
from the side of the hired man—it must be 
admitted that both parties are deserving of 
censure, that both the boss and his hired 
man are often wrong. In other words, 
farmers and their hired men work too of- 
ten against rather than for each others’ in- 
terests. The best management of large 
farms demands that men shali be employed 





profit and loss on the farm. 

Ordinarily farmers demand too much of 
their hired men for the wages paid. The 
bright, wide awake farm hand will object 
to working from sun to sun for a low com- 
pensation, that does not compare favorably 
with the amount of work performed, and 
especially so when his general treatment is 
harsh and unkind. I am inclined to argue 
this question in defence of the hired man, 
not only because I know that the average 
farm hand has rather a hard lot in life and 
perhaps deserves sympathy because of his 
unfortunate capacity, but because I believe 
it is policy for every farmer employing la- 
borers to treat them as men and not as slaves. 
It is true that too many of the hired men 
of our country are lacking in moral prioci- 
ple and good judgment, yet admitting this 


>| it is the poorest policy to treat them un- 


kindly. I despise the man who, having oc- 
casion to employ a man to assist him in his 
farm work, feels so much superior to his 
servant as to consider anything good 
enough for the hired man, while he him- 
self is entitled to the best the farm can af- 


to keep on the right side of your hired man. 
Treat him well so long as he is in your em- 
ploy and if he does not deserve good treat- 
ment, or respond to it,do not keep him. 
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culated. The loss seems so great that it is 
no wonder that some persons, best known 
for their short sighted economy, should de- 
nounce all land drainage as ruinous. This 
whole uprising has nothing new in it, so far 
as we can see. That plant food must be in 
a soluble form, and even in solution before 
it can enter the growing roots, has long 
been a familiar fact to vegetable physiolo- 
gists. That these same substances are 
washed down by the rains and carried off 
by the ditches and underdrains, is familiar 
to all who are well acquainted with the 
physical characteristics of the soil. 

The reports of England’s Royal Agricul- 
tural Chemists abound in analyses of soil 
water, showing how much nitrogen, potash 
and phosphoric acid find their way from 
different soils under various circumstances. 
The experiences of hundreds and th d 
of farmers who have saved their farms 
from the miry bog and brought health and 
wealth from the low land and swale, all 
testify to the virtue that resides in well 
made tiles when properly laid and kept at 
their good work. The draining. like most 
other things, needs to be done with brains. 
All land is not equally benefited by a sys- 
tem of tiles. Much land does not need 





draining ; possibly some may be injured by os 


it. We have seen drains that did not ap- 
pear to yield a profit upon the investment, 
others were a dead loss. These last will 
be successful so soon as liquids can be 


made to freely flow up hill, so faulty was| yaine 


the laying of them. 
As well think of refusing to burn coal in 
a stove, furnace or engine, because all the 
heat is not economized. Only a small por- 
tion of the warmth of the sun reaches the 
earth, and much of this little is not availa- 
ble for human comfort. No business is 
carried on without some losses, and the 
greater the business the larger will be the 
losses. We should remember 


oe ert 
that land is not drained simply to remove 


the excess of water. Air enters the 
drained soil and with this begins a series of 
chemical changes by which the earth is 
sweetened and made ready for growing 
crops. The healthfuluess ofa locality is 
greatly improved by thorough drainage, 
and it may be said with truthfulness that 
tiles take the place of quinine, and the 
ditcher’s bills those of the family physician. 
—American Agriculturist. 





A Little Good Blood Better Than None. 


Extravagant claims in behalf of any 
breed of animals or in behalf of improved 
atock in general, we believe do much harm. 
There are some statements which are often 
seen in papers devoted to live stock im- 
provement which do more harm than good 
by prejudicing some “practical” men 
against improved stock. An instance of 
this is the often quoted remark that noth- 
ing but a thoroughbred sire should ever be 
used; that any grade, however nearly it 
may approach purity, is absolutely worth- 
less Or unsafe for breeding purposes. The 
trouble with these statements is that they 
are not true, and the experience of many 
farmers bas shown them to be untrue. We 
heartily believe in the value of pure blood 
when it can be obtained. We count ita 
mistake, in the very large mejority of 
cases, for farmers to use cross-bred or 
grade animals as sires; but we would much 
sooner use a high-grade than a “scrub” 
sire. We would much prefer to usea boar, 
a cross between the Berkshire and the Po- 
land-China, than to use a “‘common stock” 
sire. If we could not get a pure-bred male 
of any breed we would gladly make use of 
the best high grade attainable. 

It must be borne in mind that many of 
what are now pure breeds have been pro- 
duced in comparatively recent years by 
crossing animals of different breeds; and 
that it is well known that some distinguished 
sires had not more than two or three 
crosses of the breed they did much to im- 
prove. There are sections of the country 
in which it is difficult, at any reasonable 
cost, to secure pure bred sires. It is very 
much better that farmers in such regions 
should purchase high grade sires than that 
they make no effort to improve their stock. 

Persistent use of well bred males is the 
cheapest and only practicable way of im- 
proving his stock rapidly that is open to 
many «8 farmer of limited means. Let him 
get the best bred sires he can; but do not 
discourage his efforts and prevent his mak- 
ing any effort at improvement by insisting 
that it is useless to expect any good result 
unless a recorded sire be used.—Breeders’ 
Gazette.

grade than the common schools, except 
perhaps a few private schools. All towns 
were required by law to support for a 
short time one or more common schools, 
and towns having a given number of in- 
habitants a ‘grammar school,” which was 
simply a school taught by a collegian, who 
was su to be qualified to instruct 
the youth in the higher branches of mathe- 
matics and the . Whether many 
of them were thus qualified is very uncertain. 
There was by law no supervision of any of 
the schools either by the authorities of the 
State, counties or towns. The school 
agent in each district run the school after 
his own notion of propriety, except in 
cases, which were common, of the big 
boys rising in rebellion against the authori- 
ty of the teacher and putting him out of 
doors into the street. All the schools in 
winter, and many of the summer schools 
were taught by men, ladies not being 
med qualified to teach. and especially 

govern the schools. When Maine became 
a State in 1820,a new order of things was 
inaugurated in our schools, and very soon 
a great improvement was made in the edu- 
cation of the young. 

In 1810 there were but six newspapers in 
all weeklies: The Eastern Argus, 
Portland; Freeman's Friend, Portland ; Her- 
ald of Liberty, Augusta; American Advo- 
cate, Hallowell; Maine Gazette, Bucksport, 
and The Kennebunk Gazette, Kennebunk. 
There was no daily in Maine, nor was there 
one until 1831. There are now twelve 
dailies and 131 periodicals of all kinds. 
There was then no agricultural, religious, 
literary or scientific paper devoted to any 
subject but politics. A and Advo- 
cate were what was called in those days 
Democratic-Republican; the Herald of Lib- 

y, Maine Gazette and Kennebunk Gazette, 
Federal. The Freeman’s Friend was es- 
tablished in 1806, which attempted neutrali- 
ty in politics. Mr. Griffin in his history of 

Press of Maine, says of it: ‘In these 
heated partisan times neutrality stood but 
a poor chance of success. With Mr. Jef- 
ferson at the head of the nation, the em- 


pending, the of Port- 
land, who had stood like 








a rock in their 
firmness and integrity, going down like 
rows of bricks in those gloomy days. Who 
is for Paul and Apollos? was acry which 
hadto beanswered. The Friend after afew 
years’ struggle ceased to live. 

It seems that previous to Maines becom- 
ing a State, and for some years afterwards, 
farmers did not share )argely in legislative 
Fhonors or employment. According to 
North’s History of Augusta, no farmer 
represented Augusta in the legislature from 
1797 to 1841, when John Arnold, Jr., was 
chosen representative; and but one or two 
farmers were upon the board of selectmen 
of Augusta from 1797 to 1828. 

Gov. Washburn in his notes on Livermore, 
names but one whose business was farm- 
ing exclusively, who represented that town 
iu the general court of Massachusetts from 
1799 to 1819. 

Hon. William Allen, in his History of 
Norridgewock, gives the names ef the rep- 
resentatives from that town from 1807 to 
1848, a large proportion of whom I know 
were not farmers. 

Ju Parker. in his History of Farming- 
ton, gives the names of nearly all the 
lawyers, and most of the traders in that 
town who have represented that town in 
the legislature in the early years of this 
country, and very few names of farmers. 

I may here remark that political dis- 
cussions in these latter days are very 
gentlemanly and courteous in the manner 





in which they are d ’ pared 
with seventy-five years . Then Mr. 
Jefferson was as often called ‘Tommy Jef- 


ferson” as by -_ other name, and Mr. 
Adams was styled y many as “Old Tory,” 
one of the “Feds,” or was an “emissary 
of Britain.” 

In 1810 there was no telegraph, telephone, 
or any other method of transmitting news 
or intelligence than the mails, or by private 
——— Very important matters were 
sometimes sent by private expresses or 
fast riders. ‘The mails were carried on 
post coaches or on horseback. Of course 
they could go no faster than a horse can 
travel. The tage of letters was 614, 
124g, 18%, 25 cents on each piece of 
paper in the same package, according to 
the distance sent. Postage on newspapers 
one cent per copy, fifty-two cents per year 
fora y paper, and $3.12 per year on 
a daily paper; paid by the person to whom 
it was sent. There was no post office order 
or note system, nor any method of trane- 
mitting money through the mails with any 
more safety than ina common letter. If 
money was put into the mail it was gen- 
erally the end of it tothe owner. There 
were no expresses for the transmission of 
money and valuables, and the only method 
there was to remit money with safety to 
a distance was to go and carry it, 
or pay an enormous price for exchanges. 
The of registering letters then was 
so crude and unskillful that to register a 
letter was simply to give notice to every 
villain who saw it, that it contained 

There were no railroads nor steam boats. 
All travelling from place to place, however 
distant, had to be done on foot or horse- 
back, or in drawn by horses, ex- 
cept those who resided near to nav le 
waters and wished to visit other places 
similarly situated. If people travelled by 
water they were subject to all the delays 
and uncertainties of wind and tides, and al! 
the dangers of water travelling. The re- 
sult was, gentlemen made long journeys on 
horseback, or in carriages drawn by horses, 
involving a large expense and the loss of 
a good deal of time. Ladies also travelled 
long distances on horseback, frequently on 
astrong horse seated upon a pillion, at- 
tached to the saddle behind the 
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The above were the prices of imported ar- 
ticles. The following the price of some 
of the domestic produce: Beans, $1 per 
bushel; barley, 85 cts. per bushel; corn, 
59 ots., rye, 75 cts.; oats, 41 cts.; floor 
pine boards, $11 r m., merchantable, 
$7.50 per m., shingles, $1.25 to $2.00; but- 
ter, 17 cts.; American cheese, 6 to 11 cts. 

Seventy-five years ago there was no cas'- 
iron plow, (the first I saw was in Portland, 
in 1824.) the most of the plows the farmers 
used were all cut coulters and point of 
wood. The mould board was of wood. 
some of them partially covered with thin 
plates of iron, two inches wide, nailed on 
at about two inches distant from each 
other. The cart wheels used upon the farm 
and many of those in use upon the road 
were block wheels, felloes of wood, no iron 
on them except hoops upon the hubs. 
There were no cultivators, horse hoes or 
harrows, except a crotch harrow, no mow- 
ing machines, horse rakes, hay tedders, 
horse hay forks, nor manure spreaders, 
threshing machines or winnowing mills. The 
whole of the farmer’s machinery consisted 
of an axe, beetle and wedges, hoe, scythe 
and snath, hand rake, sickle, pitch fork, 
cart, harrow and wooden plow. With these 
simple tools the farmer worked hard and 
steadily the long, long day, early and late, 
and often into the night, frequently accom- 

lishing no more ina week than is now 

ne = homme in a day. 

Lumber was manufactured then only by 
water power, with the use of the old 
fashioned up and down saw, which fre- 
quently was so speedy as to go up in the 
forenoon and down in the afternoon. 
There wer: no circular saws in use, plan- 
ing or morticing machines, shingle or clap- 
board machines and of course there were 
no sawed shingles or clapboards. The 
most of lathes in mechanic ps were pro- 
pelled oe spring pole over head in the 
shops. ere were no sewing machines. 
baby —— roller skates, few if any 
willionairs, fewer farmers’ boys anxious to 
become merchants, and fewer farmers’ 
girls anxious to live without work than 


now. 

I do not look for the millenium at pres- 
ent, although it may come, unexpectedly, 
as many other things have, but when it 
does come I expect men will be men, and 
women women, very much as they are now, 
and as they were seventy-five years ago. 
I expect they will eat, drink and sleep, 
as they always have, marry and be given 
in marriage as of yore; each one will be 
for himeelf as they always have been. The 
improvements upon the present which I 
think is particularly desirable, is that peo- 
ple without any religion will care to con- 
cern themselves about religion, and that 
men who have been through college, and 
yet do not know that there was an Ed- 
ward Everett in Massachusetts, and that 
West Virginia was not one of the seceding 
States, will not be elected to important and 
responsible offices, and that those who 
cannot read their ballots will not be per- 
mitted to vote.

The Crops, ‘Fertilizers, &eo. 


In the very interesting and valuable re- 
port of Mr. Jordan, director of the experi- 
ment station, he says: “Instead of buying 
mixed fertilizers many farmers now pre- 
fer to purchase the unmixed standard 
goods that are mentioned above and do 
their own mixing. this can easily be done, 
etc.” Now Mr. Editor, how sball we 
know how to do it, can we get full dir. c- 
tious from the station? If anything can be 
saved in any way in the cost of “growing 
one more blade,’ I will guarantee that the 
average farmer is ready to pull off his old 
brogans and wade in and help lift the 
wheel cut of tbe old rut. Weare pleased 
that the ball is started. We are disap- 
pointed that our agricultural college has 
not helped us more, it has been far above 
our appreciation only on paper. True it 
has proved that pigs will grow better on 
raw food, and late cut hay is just as good 
as early, if not more so. Away down in 
this part of the State we should hardly 
know there was sucha thing if it was not 
for the old Farmer. We hope a bright 
light will be seen “from the station that 
we may profit thereby,” and also lenda 
helping hand. 

July has been a very favorable month 
for crops of all kinds. Frequent showers 
have increased the yield of hay, and corn 
is booming right along. Wheat is of good 
growth, filling completely and almost entire- 
ly free from the weevil; oats heavy. Po- 
tatoes are making good growth, and where 
neglected are receiving their annual trim- 
ming. Beans never ed better. The 
apple crop ig not so flattering by reason of 
heavy winds, etc., they are continually fall- 
ing. The large amount of small fruits as 

redicted is fully realized. Pastures are 
mproving with a fair prospect for an av- 
erage fall feed. Grasshoppers are abun- 
dant in favorable localities, and weeds 
flourishing as usual. On the whole the 
prospect of a bountiful harvest is most en- 
couraging. We were visited on the 6th 
imst., with the most destructive tornado 
than any since the remembrance of the 
oldest inhabitant, much damage was done.

Report on the Orops for July, 1885. 


From the July Bulletins of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, we glean the follow- 
ing facts, which will be of interest to our 
Maine farmers : 
Winter WaHeat. 

on the condition of winter 


fields where injury was most apparent. In 
June the returns only showed the smali - 
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ception of last year, the condition is above 
any year since 1880. The substitution of 
this crop upon those fields that had been in- 
jured for a wheat crop is the main cause of 
increase, probably. Investigations made 
in July shows an increase of fully 6 per 
cent. ly a very few States report 
reduced areas and those are New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, New York, Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico. The Gulf 
coast region show very marked increase. 
Tennessee reports 10 per cent. increase on 
account of replanting wheat lands. and 
many of the Western States report large 
increase from the same cause. e general 
for the whole country stands at 94 points. 


POTATOES. 
The area planted in toes is nearly 
the same as ‘ast year. ere is a slight de- 


crease of area reported in the Middle and 
Eastern States. Dakota, Kansas, and 
Nebraska have largely increased the potato 
area,and many of the Southern States 
have made some increase. Serious damage 
is reported in certain counties in Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana and Iowa, by the potato 
beetle. In the Northern and Western 
States some complaint is mentioned of the 
rotting of seed in the hill,and many fields 
had to be replanted, caused by water stand- 
ing upon lands that were low and moist. 
The average condition is reported high; 
the general average for the whole comntry 
stands at 97 points, thus indicating a heavy 
crop. 
Oats. 

The area of this crop is large, probably 
never larger, and the condition good. An 
increase is shown since the last report in 
June of at least three points. The general 
average at present stands at 97 points. 
Severalof the Western States report the 
condition above 100, and only falls below 
90 points in a few of the Southern States, 
and New Jersey and California. The New 
England States stand well up in the scale 
of points reaching nearly 100.

Poultry Department, 
Poultry at the Fairs. 


A correspondent asks ‘“‘what are the ar- 
ragements for judging poultry, and exhib- 
iting same at Lewiston and Bangor?’ At 

r the second story of the annex to the 
large exhibition building is to be reserved 
for the poultry exhibit, while at Lewiston, 
space is to be given in the new grand 
stand, which will be located on the oppo- 
site side of the track from the old one. In 
both places — room is promised and 
everything possible pledged for the com- 
fort and convenience of stock and exhibi- 
tors. The judge in both cases will be an 
expert from out of the State, who, we do 
not know. The name of Philander Wil- 
liams, President of the American Poultry 
Association, has been suggested, and his 
services would secure impartiel judgment 
for all. The same might be said of a score 
of representative breeders. Having urged 
the importance of selecting a man well 
qualified for the work, we prefer to leave 
the matter entirely in the hands of the of- 
ficers of the two societies. What is needed 
now is for breeders to prepare to send at 
least three hundred coops to each exhibi- 
tion, and so make it worthy the services of 
an expert judge. 











Change of Blood. 

To those who understand the deteriora- 
tlon of stock, from breeding in-and-in, we 
hardly need to give the advice which fol- 
lows in this article. But many poultry 
raisers have had little or no experience in 
the care of domestic avimals of a larger 
growth, and consequently have had no 
occasion to inform themselves of tlie gen- 
eral, or of the particular, rules that govern 
stock raising. ‘These well-detined rules 
apply in a greater or less degree to all 
farm animals, and include the smaller 
poultry tribes, as well as the bovine and 
other species of beasts that seem to come 
more directly under the bead of domestic 
animals. 

Among the essential points in relation 
to the management of all these creatures. 
and whivh must be understood and acted 
upon by all successful stock raisers, are— 
proper and suflicient food, kind treatment, 
regularity in supplying daily returning 
wants, and care that by judicious crossing 
and the infusion of good foreign blood 
the ‘standard of excellence” is, from year 
to year, raised, instead of being lowered 
And we believe that nowhere do these 
rules, especially the last, apply with great- 
er force than to the care of poultry. Af- 
finity, or blood relationship, is even more 
ruinous among breeding fowls than in 
other cases, because their proliticness is 
much — than that of larger creatures 
and before one is aware the whole crowd is 
adulterated, and the general character of 
the flock is physically aud even mentally 
demoralized. We have seen the product 
of in-and-in breeding almost idiotic in ap- 
pearance, and entirely devoid of the bright, 
stirring qualities which distinguish healthy 
fowls, whose blood, by proper admixture, 
has been kept pure and strong. 

Fowls bred in-and-in are also more liable 
to disease, and far less able to combat any 
uphealthful tendencies in location and tem- 
perature. They grow “small by degrees 
and beautifully less,” till many a man has 
given up the whole thing under the mis- 
taken idea that for some mysterious reason, 
his place was not adapted to the profitable 

ing of pouitry. 

present interchange of eggs for 
hatching, and of fowls from different parts 
of the country, canaot fail of being a great 
help in this direction, provided the breed- 
ing in-and-in bas not been carried on too 
long by people who wish to have a large 
stock for sale, and who in their endeavors 
to breed **to feather,” have run the risk of 
injuring their stock for want of foreign 
biood. Those who do not attempt any 
“fancy varieties,” can still keep their flocks 
in condition, and improve them gen- 
erally by exchanging fowls with their 
neighbors; and the farther removed they 
are as neighbors, the better for the birds, 
and the less likely are they to be related. 

Sterility is a still Turther evil consequence 
of this in-and-in breeding. With the or- 
ganization faulty in so many directions, it 
is not to be expected that the laying quali- 
should escape without injury.

How to Sweep. 


Sweeping, for a well woman, is one of 
the best kinds of exercise. It calls in 
play especially the muscles of the upper 
extremities and chest. and, indeed, it is a 
pretty good “thorough exerciser,” almost 
too strong for any woman with a weak 
back, though this depends very much on 
what is to be swept. A painted floor and 
Canton matting sweep easily; an ingrain 
carpet is harder; a rag carpet is harder 
still; while Brussels and velvet are “‘aw- 
ful.”
